Bellerophon.  To  have  taken  the  ship  in 
which  lie  might  have  attempted  to  make 
itis  escape,  was  a natural  expectation,  as 
it  would  have  b^en  a probable  event ; but 
the  manner  in  which  such  an  extraordi- 
nary person  submitted  himself  to  his  cus- 
tody, must  have  taken  him,  which  could 
not  have  happened  in  any  other  patt  ot 
his  duty,  by  surprize.  Indeed,  to  com- 
pare small  tilings  with  great,  1 cannot  re 
concile  to  my  common  notions  of  proba- 
bility, the  subject  ol  my  present  epistle, 
and  that  the  letters  which  you  would  na- 
turally expect  to  receive  ft  out  me,  instead 
of  the  common  topics  ol  a sea  voyage, 
should  contain  an  account  of  t he  conduct, 
and  information  respecting  tj.c  character 
ol  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  from  the  person- 
al opportunities  which  my  situation  so 
unexpectedly  afford  me.

at  the  distance  they  were  obliged  to  keep  • 
from  the  Bellerophon,  on  whose  gang- 
way he  occasionally  stood ; that  I feel 
mvself  more  than  justified  in  supposing 
the  most  trifling  particulars,  respecting 
him  and  his  suite,  to  be  welcome  to  you 
atvl  those  of  our  common  friends,  to  whom 
you  may  i noose  to  communicate  them  ; 
and  of  this  you  may  be  assured,  that  1 
shall  inform  youofltt  le  that  occurred  af- 
ter Napoleon  put  his-foot  on  the  deck  j lo«qpliic'.  l anil 
of  our  ship,  but  what  I mvself  saw  and 
heard.

industry  and  produce  of  many  kingdoms:
